In his Paschal Sermon in 429, and 
in a long letter to the monks in the 
Nitrian Desert, among whom an effort 
had been made to spread Nestorian 
ideas, St. Cyril expounded the doe- 
trine that Mary is the Mother of God, 
without mentioning the name of Nes- 
torius. What he said and wrote was 
soon known in Constantinople, and
